Wainscott Debates Advance

he Town of East Hampton has approved the 

proposed offshore South Fork wind farm cable 
to tunnel under the beach in Wainscott shortly 
before the town is slated to debate a proposal to 
incorporate that hamlet as a village in a bid to pull 
the plug on the project. 

The town board voted 5-1 on Jan. 21 to allow the 
wind farm’s developers, Danish energy company 
Orsted and New England-based Eversource, to 
bring the 132-megawatt electrical transmission 
cable ashore 30 feet below the beach at Beach Lane 
in Wainscott so it can connect to a Long Island 
Power Authority substation in East Hampton. 
Then on Feb. 5, the town will hold a public hearing 
on the proposed incorporation of Wainscott 

-as a village — a move critics hope can keep work 
crews off their shores. 

“I vote yes to advancing our commitment to 
renewable energy and continuing East Hampton’s 
long tradition of leadership in protecting 
the environment,” said East Hampton Town 
Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc. Once approved 
by the state Public Service Commission and 


federal agencies, the town stands to earn almost 
$29 million in payments over 25 years from the 
developers. 

Environmentalists praised the measure 
advancing the proposed 15-turbine wind farm in 
federal waters 30 miles east of Montauk Point, 
which is billed as the first offshore wind farm in 
New York State when it is expected to be completed 
in 2023. The vote came a week after Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo announced a second wind farm 60 miles 
off Montauk that will connect to Queens. 

Citizens for the Preservation of Wainscott, the 
group petitioning for incorporation, suggested that 
it will take the town to court to block the move. 

“This illegal and reckless action is the latest 
example of the town board’s appeasement of 
Orsted to grab for dollars and indulge their ego,” 
said Michael McKeon, a spokesman for the group. 
“They are taking short cuts because the Supervisor 
is afraid of Wainscott incorporating. We have 
sought to avoid litigation but the town board has 
made this inevitable and we will initiate litigation 
against any governmental body that fails to adhere 
to the letter and spirit of laws designed to protect 
the citizens of Wainscott.”

A contracting company has admitted to 


_ submitting false payroll information to cover up 


the fact that it underpaid its workers hired to 
repair the roof of East Hampton Town Hall. 

Bay Shore-based William G. Prophy, LLC 
pleaded guilty on Jan. 21 at Suffolk County court 
to a felony charge of offering a false instrument 
for filing. The owner of the company, 58-year- 
old William Proefriedt, was also arrested in 
2018 and facing a second count of the same 
charge for allegedly falsely stating that his 
workers were licensed to do plumbing, electrical 
and HVAC work in his bid to restore the Pyrrhus 
Concer House in the Village of Southampton. 

“The consequences of these unscrupulous 
business practices are two-fold: on the one 
hand, you have employees not being paid their 
fair share for the work they are doing, which is 
not only illegal but immoral,” Suffolk County 
District Attorney Timothy Sini said. “On the 
other hand, you have bad actors winning 
contracts over upstanding companies by cutting 
corners at the expense of their workers and 
under-bidding the competition.” 

The company, doing business as WGP 


Contracting, Inc., won its bid on the public 


works project to replace the cedar shake shingle 
roof on Nov. 16, 2017, but during course of the 
project, the company paid several employees as 
laborers instead of roofers, which must be paid 
at a higher rate in accordance with New York 
State’s prevailing wage schedule, prosecutors 
said. Payrolls records that the company 
submitted to the town, however, contained the 
misclassifications and falsely asserted that the 
workers had been paid properly, authorities said. 

A joint investigation with the New York State 
Department of Labor also revealed evidence that 
the company had similarly misclassified several 
of the same workers on a public works project to 
renovate toll booths at Jones Beach State Park. 

As a part of the plea, Proefriedt forfeited 
$42,664.63, which will be distributed to the 
underpaid workers on the East Hampton and 
Jones Beach projects, was ordered to pay a 
$2,500 fine, and is barred from bidding on 
public works projects for five years. The charge 
in the Southampton case was dismissed in 
exchange for the plea.

Suffolk Preserves Riverhead 
Land For New Park

S uffolk County recently closed 

on the purchase of 93 acres of 
farmland and waterfront open space 
that is slated to be turned into passive 
parkland in the Town of Riverhead, 
officials said. 

The property stretching from Sound 
Avenue to the Long Island Sound 
consists of 20 acres of farmland and 
roughly 73 acres of open space and 
habitat. The land, purchased from 
the Carman family, will be used 
as parkland with hiking trails and 
beachfront access. 

“Two things need to be in place to 
preserve land: A willing landowner, 
and available funds,” said Suffolk 
Legislator Al Krupski (D-Cutchogue). 
“This is not always the case, and 
Suffolk County was fortunate that 
these two requirements aligned.” 

The acquisition, which lawmakers

approved in September, is funded by 
the county’s drinking water protection 
program funded by a % percent 

sales tax. 

It was one of two pieces of land 
that the county recently purchased. 
The other, 46 acres of active, prime 
farmland sitting on the south side of 
Sound Avenue and east of Roanoke 
Avenue, was preserved through the 
purchase of developments rights 
program. 

“Preserving farmland through 
the PDR program benefits the 
community and the economy in 
so many ways,” Krupski added. 

“It keeps the land on the tax rolls, 
prevents the potential development 
that can lead to higher property taxes, 
protects water quality and quantity, 
and adds to our ability for Suffolk 
County to produce food and other 
agricultural products well into the 
future.” :

sent a handwritten letter earlier 

today. Closing the lid on my laptop 
and pushing it toward the back of my 
desk, I assembled an envelope, a pen, a 
roll of stamps, a dispenser of Scotch tape 
and a sheet of paper. And on the paper I 
began to write, using my pen. It’s not important 
to this story what I had to say, and as a matter of 
fact, it’s against the law to tamper with the U.S. 
mail — you could go to jail — but my pen makes a 
fine black line because I write small. And I enjoy 
doing that. 

When I finished writing what I had to say, I folded 
the paper into thirds and slid it into the envelope. I 
licked the back of the envelope and folded it over to 
seal it shut. Then I peeled off a stamp — it had on 
it a picture of Francis Scott Key and two American 
flags — and affixed it to the upper right corner of 
the front of the envelope. In the center, still writing 
small, I wrote the address of where it was to go. And 
in the upper left corner I wrote an abbreviation of 
my return address that would suffice in case the mail 
could not be delivered. I wrote RATTINER, 11937. 
They know me in this small town. 

With this completed, I took the envelope out of the 
house, walked with it down to the mailbox I have on 
the street, opened the front and put the letter inside, 
and then I lifted up the red metal flag on the side 
— a signal to the postman that he should stop here 
even if he does not have any incoming mail for me,

open the box, take out my envelope, close 
the box and lower the flag. Then he would 
drive off with it, pass it off to another 
mailman and then another mailman 
and so forth, until after a few days of 
this it would wind up in St. Paul, Minn. 
There. I mentioned something about my 
private business. 

Then I walked back up the driveway and into 
the house, went back to my desk, put the stamps and 
envelopes and my pen away, slid my laptop back into 
position and that was that. 

Later in the day, I walked back down my driveway 
to the mailbox. The red flag was down. So I know 
the mailman had been there. I live on a busy county 
road, Three Mile Harbor Road, 
and the cars come by and the 
drivers see me opening the lid 
and reaching my hand into my 
mailbox, then pulling out some 
incoming letters, from Dallas, or 
Paris, or maybe just the people ~ 
down the way. The motorists 
would see me happily looking 
through my incoming letters. 
They were like the cards dealt me 
for the day. Good ones, bad ones, 
offers, replies, requests, and so 
forth. I'd smile at the mail. Then 
I'd walk holding the letters back 
up the driveway and disappear 
into my house to get a closer look

Or maybe they would enclose a 
piece of heavy paper that had little peel off stickers 
on the back that had my name and address printed 
colorfully on it next to a heart or a flag I could use. 
Clearly it was intended for me to put on the upper 
left part of my outgoing mail, saving me the trouble 
of writing RATTINER 11937. 

Thank you, children’s charity. 

I like sending and receiving letters using the U.S. 
mail. The U.S. mail was one of the first things our 
founding fathers set up as a service to the citizens 
of this country. It was never 
meant to make money. It was 
meant to lose money so even the 
poor, paying even a pittance, 
could send letters back and 
forth. It was considered a right 
for the citizenry to be able to 
communicate with everyone 
elsewhere, and it was considered 
a job for the government to 
provide it. I think that, like the 
stamp I put on the outside of the 
envelope, it is first class, and I 
hope the U.S. mail continues on 
forever and ever, until the Earth 
falls into the Sun. A long time 
from now.

Vaccine Crunch Hits 
East End As Pandemic 
Milestone Looms

b. 7 marks a year since Stony 
Brook University Hospital recorded 
its first suspected case of coronavirus 
in a patient who visited the emergency 
room — a month before Long Island’s 
first confirmed case of Covid-19. 
Despite health advances in treating 
patients and curbing the spread of the 
pandemic since then, vaccine access 
remains an issue on the East End as 


New York State blamed federal supply 
bottlenecks for not keeping up with de- 
mand. Meanwhile, Twin Forks lawmak- 
ers continued to urge state and Suffolk 
County leaders to make sure Hamptons 
and North Fork residents get their fair 
share while lining up locations to use 
as mass-vaccination sites to prepare for 
when doses are more readily available. 
“I am cautiously optimistic that, as 
supply and distribution increases, we 
will see more of those resources di- 


rected to the East End,” Southold Town 
Supervisor Scott Russell said. 

As of Jan. 26, New York’s coronavirus 
distribution sites had administered 93 
percent of 1,304,050 first doses and 74 
percent of first and second doses with 
the next allocation expected mid-week, 
state officials said. Long Island has ad- 
ministered 75 percent — 172,500 — of 
the first and second doses it received. 
How many of those were East End resi- 
dents was not immediately clear. 


Peconic Bay Medical Center in Riv- 
ethead has been administering CO- 
VID-19 vaccinations since Jan. 11 to 
East End residents eligible in Phase 1a 
and Phase 1b, which includes teachers, 
first responders, public safety workers, 
public transit workers, public-facing 
grocery store workers, homeless in- 
dividuals sharing accommodations 
with others, and anyone over the age 
of 65. 

Concerned that the one site wasn’t 
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enough to keep up with local de- 
mand, East End lawmakers — in- 
cluding all five town supervisors, 
most village mayors, and the three 
state legislators who represent the 
area — sent a letter to Suffolk Coun- 
ty Executive Steve Bellone and Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo decrying the lack of 
access. 

“The vaccine distribution on the 
East End, with the new, expanded 
eligibility categories, is virtually 
non-existent,” the letter had stated. 
“Our residents, particularly se- 
nior citizens, cannot be expected 
to drive an hour or more to places 
such as Brentwood, Jones Beach, 
or Stony Brook, to get the vaccine. 
While we have submitted many 


locations in our communities for 
consideration for the distribution of 
the vaccine, those suggestions have 
been ignored.” 

Since then, town leaders say Bel- 
lone and Cuomo joined a conference 
call with the East End town super- 
visors and village mayors to discuss 
the issue. While the region waits for 
more doses and expanded eligibility 
to vaccinate more residents, local 
officials are setting up vaccine dis- 
tribution sites and lining up staff 
to inoculate residents, in the hopes 
that if they build it, the vaccine will 
come. A spokesman for Bellone said 
in response to the letter that it plans 
to open a vaccine site at Suffolk 
County Community College’s East- 
ern Campus in Riverhead. Cuomo’s 
office did not respond to requests 
for comment. 

“Like everyone else, we are wait- 
ing for expanded distribution,” said 


Shelter Island Town Supervisor Ge- 
rard F, Siller, adding that the town 
is in “constant contact” with both 
the county and the state. “We are 
working with our senior services to 
set up for vaccinations, if and when 
they become available.” 

The Town of Southampton has 
submitted a list of potential loca- 
tions, including schools, senior cen- 
ters, and churches. 

“Were trying to be as helpful as 
possible,” Southampton Town Su- 
pervisor Jay Schneiderman said. 
“We're available, we'll provide 
buildings, whatever they need, out- 
reach to help get the vaccine into 


people’s arms. We've made that very 


clear.”

And Town of East Hampton offi- 
cials are working on setting up a site 
at the Child Development Center of 
the Hamptons building in Wain- 
scott. 

“It has many attributes that make 
it an ideal site, in our opinion,” East 
Hampton Town Supervisor Peter 
Van Scoyoc told the Jan. 19 town 
board during its latest work ses- 
sion, noting that the East Hampton 
Healthcare Foundation and other 
medical professionals also liked the 
location. “It was embraced as being 
an excellent location to prepare a 
mass vaccination site. It’s isolated 
from other activities, it wouldn't in- 
terfere with other business.” 

Buildings, however, are only half 
the battle. The town said local fire 
department emergency medical 
technicians are being certified to 
administer vaccinations and volun- 
teers are being recruited to handle 


clerk duties and crowd control. 

He added that the town is in dis- 
cussions about potentially adding a 
mobile vaccination unit or a Mon- 
tauk satellite location once enough 
doses become available. But the 
Wainscott site is still the best bet, 
he said. 

“I think it’s really important to 
focus on a centralized large capac- 
ity location,” he said, noting that 
he’s also pressing state leaders to 
recognize that the population has 
increased since the 2010 census. 

Demand remains overwhelming. 

“Were fielding a lot of calls from 
frustrated individuals who want to 
be vaccinated, they qualify under 
the category, yet the website has 
crashed or there’s no appointment,” 
Schneiderman said. 

Van Scoyoc said one resident lik- 
ened a day-long effort to get an ap- 
pointment to winning a jackpot. 

“One of the seniors who have been 
corresponding with me, I kept urg- 
ing her, Just keep trying, don’t pass 
up an opportunity to get vaccinated 
based on whether or not it’s conve- 
nient, figure out how to get there 
and get the vaccine, u may not know 
when the next opportunity till be,” 
the supervisor told the Jan. 19 town 
board meeting. “She finally got back 
to me the following day saying that 
she spent eight hours on three dif- 
ferent devices trying to get through 
and get and get a date. ... She said 
she felt like she won the lottery even 
though the appointment is for April 
11th.” 

As of Jan. 24, the East End had 
9,067 total confirmed cases, or 
6 percent of cases county-wide. 
Southampton Town had learnly half 
of those with 4,014 while of the in- 
dividual communities, the hamlet 
of Riverhead has the most cases 
with 1,375, Suffolk Department of 
Health data shows. 

Meanwhile, the number of doses 
that the state has received weekly 
from the federal government has 
declined. 

“Originally, the state was distrib- 
uting 300,000 vaccines state-wide 
weekly,” Russel noted. “The number 
is now 250,000 statewide based on 
the limited number being supplied 
at the federal level.” The state con- 
firmed it’s expected to receive a 16% 
increase in doses from the federal 
government next week. 

That still means the East End’s 
planned vaccination sites will re- 
main on standby until the distribu- 
tion improves. 

“We've given them a number of 
sites now on the East End that we 
can make available,” Schneiderman

In this way, he said, “! can take full

Being able to alleviate the fear 
some people have about going to the 
dentist is another important aspect of 
easing the process for his patients and 
making everyone feel at ease. 

Cohen doesn’t mince words when asked about that 
common concern.

Keith Mantell

an’s Papers readers are no doubt 


familiar with Keith Mantel] 
paintings, with his beautiful East End- 
inspired plein air work. Mantell’s lat- 
est cover depicts a beautiful winter’s 
day. 


What was the inspiration for 
this piece? 

It was the day after a snowstorm. I 
decided to see if there was any place 
paint worthy. After driving around a 
bit, I found this isolated spot overlook- 
ing Flanders Bay. The land moved up 


nicely into the barren trees and then 
into the sky. The light was crisp. The 
temperature cold. The colors inter- 
connected. All the elements flowed 
together nicely to convey a winter day 
on by the bay and this is what I wound 
up with. 


Talk about what's special about 
winter on the East End. 

Winter is always a quieter time 
which makes it easier to investigate ar- 
eas that may be difficult to access when 
its warmer and crowded. There always 
seems to be interesting places to ex- 
plore and convey. Driving around the 
North Fork in winter always reveals 
great visual opportunities that I try to 
bank in my brain or camera. The soli- 
tude of our fields and coastline in the 
winter, that is special. With the events 
of this past year, the East End is a busi- 
er place now which makes it somewhat 
more challenging to be an isolated art- 
ist. But I still love all the culture that 
this area has to offer. 


Tell us about your art style and 
how it’s evolved or changed over 
the years. 

Like anything: Practice, prac- 
tice, practice. Put 10,000 hours in

and things will naturally evolve and 
change. Influences come and go. Skill 
sets develop physically and mentally. 
Every day my style incrementally 
changes. It evolves with everything I 
absorb visually. Everything influences 
me and affects my painting. I can’t re- 
ally say what my “style” is, that would 
be too limiting. My imagery has many 
different aspects, including but not 
limited to realism, abstraction, ana- 
lytical constructivism, minimalism 
and paint consistency. Whether it’s a 
figurative piece or a landscape, there 
are lots of variables that influence my 
language of painting. The only thing 
that has remained constant is that I’m 
a 2-dimensional artist! 


Talk about your process. 
Stretch canvas. Pick up brushes. 


Paint canvas. Repeat. 

Actually, once I find a subject, wheth- 
er it’s a figure, still life or a landscape I 
will spend some time deciding on the 
composition. Once that is set in my 
head, the first touch of the brush sets me 
in motion and I let the painting take me 
for the ride. I sort of know what I want 
to wind up with but the better paintings 
are the ones where the paint chooses 
where I go. The challenge is to make 
every stroke relate to each other and as 
a whole thereby making the painting 
work. I'll hopefully wind up with a fresh 
spontaneous painterly unified piece if I 
don’t stick to a specific process.

Montauk Daisy: 
Husband and Wife 
Make Their Wine Debut 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


t the heart of the East End’s new- 

est wine label, Montauk Daisy, 
lies a story of two partners in busi- 
ness and in life who spent over a de- 
cade at local wineries gathering the 
skills they’d need to create a wine label 
uniquely theirs. 

Juan Micieli-Martinez jumped into 
the wine industry right after gradu- 
ating college in 1999 when he took a 
job at the Pellegrini Vineyards tasting 
room before switching to Southamp- 
ton Publick House, where he became 
Assistant Brewmaster in 2000. His 
time away from wine was short-lived 
though, as he joined Mattituck’s Pre- 
mium Wine Group the next year. After 
working a harvest at Houghton Win- 
ery in Australia, he returned to Pel- 
legrini Vineyards in 2002, now as the 
production winemaker. 


Born and raised in New Orleans, 
Bridget first visited New York as an art 
major scouting the land with her Long 
Island-based boyfriend and decided to 
move to the island post-college. Her 
art aspirations evolved into a desire 
to learn more about the wine indus- 
try, which flourished during her time 
working at Pellegrini Vineyards. 

“Pellegrini was the foundation of the 
interest, because I realized that this 
wasn't just an intoxicating beverage, 
this is a living entity in a bottle, and 
it’s going to change and age,” Bridget 
says. “I found that really interesting 
and wanted to learn more about it.” 

Juan and Bridget first met during 
her tenure at Pellegrini, at which point 
they were both seeing other people. 
“Let's just say we did not have a very 
good first encounter. In fact, we both 
very much disliked one another,” Juan 
says with a chuckle. 
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“He was a little bit serious and re- 
served, and I was a little bit loud and 
excitable,” Bridget adds, noting that it 
was some time before they reconnect- 
ed and developed a friendship. “It was 
definitely a Jane Austen kind of thing.” 

By the time they started dating 
around 2003, Bridget had joined the 
newly formed Martha Clara Vineyards 
to manage their PR and events. After 
three years at Martha Clara, Bridget 
was wooed by Bob Palmer to join 


Palmer Vineyards, where she worked 
for nearly a decade as Hospitality 
Manager and Business Manager un- 
til a new opportunity to work at the 
more education-focused Clovis Point 
Vineyard opened up in 2015. The 
Clovis Point chapter was short-lived, 
however, as Bridget wanted to devote 
more time to raising their young son, 
Benicio. 

During Bridget’s tenure at Mar- 
tha Clara, Juan became acquainted 
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with the founding Entenmann fam- 
ily, which led to him being brought 
on as production winemaker, then 
head winemaker. Throughout his time 
there, he received numerous accolades 
including the Jefferson Trophy for the 
best wine on the East Coast and the 
Governor's Cup awarded for the best 


wine in New York State. While Bridget _ 


was there at the beginning of Martha 
Clara, helping them establish them- 
selves in the East End wine region, 
Juan was there at the end, with his 10- 
year tenure concluding with the sale of 
Martha Clara in 2018. 

“7 grew a lot as a winemaker and 
as a person, and I eventually became 
the general manager, as well. It was a 
great run,” Juan says. “When it con- 
cluded, I knew I'd be starting my next 
phase, but I didn’t know what that 
would be.... When you get involved in 
the wine industry there’s always this 
kind of dream in the back of your head 
to have your own brand or have your 
own winery, and we’ve embarked upon 
that now. Had I still been with Martha 
Clara—had things not changed—we 
probably wouldn't be doing what we're 
doing now.” 

With the push they needed to begin 
concocting their own wine label, Juan

reached out to fellow Premium Wine 
Group members Mineo Shimura and 
Theresa Dilworth, owners of Le Clos 
Therese Vineyard in Aquebogue, who 
had been looking for someone to par- 
tially take the vineyard over. The four 
comprise the Montauk Daisy team, 
each serving a unique function in the 
operation—Juan is the winemaker, 
Bridget is skilled at marketing and PR, 
Shimura is devoted to the care of the 
vineyard and Dilworth is an expert at 
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the legal side of the wine industry. 

Le Clos Therese is set up similarly to 
a meter-by-meter European vineyard, 
with rows too narrow for mechanical 
tools, requiring most work to be done 
by hand, and a higher overall vine 
density than many local vineyards. 
While each vine holds less fruit, it al- 
lows for a smoother ripening process. 
“Sometimes people look at a vineyard 
like that and say, ‘Oh, I want nothing 
to do with that,” Juan says. “Well, 
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that’s exactly the reason why I love it, 
because it’s not like other vineyards on 
Long Island.” 

Montauk Daisy's two debut wines, 
a 2019 rosé and a 2019 Chardonnay, 
hit the market in the final weeks of 
2020 and quickly set themselves apart 
from the similar varietals. The rosé is 
a blend of merlot and cabernet sau- 
vignon made with a technique that, 
rather than picking each grape variety 
as they ripen and fermenting them, 
picks the fruit around the same time 
(late for merlot and early for cabernet 
sauvignon) and blends them in the 
fields as they’re getting picked. The 
Chardonnay is incredibly expressive 
and savory for its kind and encapsu- 
lates the overlooked potential of the 
varietal. “Chardonnay is one of the 
varietals that’s not in demand and not 
popular, but on Long Island, and it’s 
just so special,” Bridget remarks. The 
2019 red wine is expected to be re- 
leased by late summer, with the 2020 
class of white, red and rosé on the ho- 
rizon for 2021, as well.

Southampton Village trustees, 
Gina Arresta and Joseph McLoughlin, 
in September, Mayor Jesse Warren 
and the Village Board have experi- 
enced a considerable boost in produc- 
tivity and speed. Warren discusses the 
shift, his top Southampton projects 
and his goals for 2021 and beyond. 


WHAT EFFECT HAVE THE NEW 
VILLAGE TRUSTEES HAD ON THE 
BOARD AND THE LEGISLATIVE 
PROCESS IN RECENT MONTHS, 
AND WHAT iS YOUR OUTLOOK 
AS YOUR TEAM HEADS INTO 2021? 


They’ve had a transformative effect! 
In our first board meeting that we 
had at the end of September, we were 
finally able to get our appointments 
through. So for 14 months, the former 
board blocked all mayoral appoint- 
ments—they blocked the appointment 
of an administrator, treasurer, clerk 
and even my assistant.... We were now 
also able to hire a part-time accoun- 
tant to help us with our budget and 
help us implement Questica...which is 
the program we need in order to create 
an open data portal. 

The budget is the legislative agenda, 
and if the funds are not appropriate 
in the budget for a specific legislative 
agenda, then you obviously can’t ac- 


complish that goal.... It is what it is 


that it’s been almost two-thirds into 
the first term where we finally get a 
budget that we actually would like to 
work off of. When I took office, we were 
working off the prior mayor's budget, 
and I was in the minority of the board 
in the first half of the first term. 


WHAT STEPS ARE YOU TAKING 
TOWARD ACTUALIZING THE MAS- 
TER PLAN FOR SOUTHAMPTON 
VILLAGE? 

The goal is to try to envision or rei- 
magine what the village will look like. 
So ultimately, you’ve got Main Street, 
which is quite nice. You've got Jobs 
Lane, which is kind of falling behind a 
little bit. And you've got Nugent Street 
and Windmill Lane, which typically 
are under-utilized. I call them ‘pedes- 
trian hostile, and they really should be 
redesigned to make them more walk- 
able, more bikeable, more green.... 
Nugent Street should really be a res- 
taurant row, which would be a street 
with businesses and potentially some 
housing there. Windmill Lane kind of

just falls off. You don’t really go walk 
on Windmill Lane anymore; there’s 
a restaurant or two but mostly naked 
storefronts. :

Property Tax Reduction 
Deadline Extended

he recent extension of the Nassau County tax 

grievance filing date to April 30 is good news for 
that County’s homeowners, who are now being given 
an extra few months to file. The deadline for Suffolk 
County filers is May 21, 2021. 

Due to the County-wide reassessment that took place 
last year, many homeowners are going to see a hike in 
their property taxes. It’s no wonder that homeowners 
are looking for answers...and some relief. At Property 
Tax Reduction Consultants (P.T.R.C., Inc.), we are see- 
ing a collective cry for help and a surge in requests for 
tax reduction filings. 

Our phones have been ringing off the hook. Every- 
one received their general tax bill recently and they are 
seeing an increase in their taxes due to the reassess- 
ment.

Your property’s assessment is one of the factors used 
by your local governments and school district to deter- 
mine the amount of your property taxes. A property’s 
assessment is based on its market value. Market value 
is how much a property would sell for under normal 
conditions. 


WHAT IS MARKET VALUE? 
The price at which a property would sell if offered 
for sale under ordinary circumstances. Market value is 
usually determined by comparison with similar homes. 


WHAT DETERMINES THE AMOUNT 
OF A PROPERTY TAX BILL? 

To calculate the amount you pay in property taxes- 

multiply your property’s assessment (your assessment 


minus any exemptions) by the tax rates issued by your 


school district, municipalities, counties and special dis- 
tricts. Your tax bill can change each year due to changes 
in your school district or local government budgets, rev- 
enue, total assessed value and tax rates. 

Changes in your assessment or exemptions can also 
impact your tax bill. 

Property tax bills-Tax bill calendars differ in differ- 
ent counties, as well as some cities. 

Rather than receiving tax bills, those who have their 
property taxes held in escrow receive receipts. 

As a homeowner, you are entitled to file a Property 
Tax Grievance. A Property Tax Grievance allows your 
assessment to be reviewed by the Assessor to see if a 
reduction is warranted. If the Assessor does not reduce

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trict. Now, unfortunately for us, we 
had a designated spot for our sewer, 
but we moved the ambulance barn to 
that location. So when I met with the 
county and Peter Scully, they were a 
bit surprised that, at that time in 2015, 
the village would basically decide to 
move a building to the one spot where 
a sewer could be. So now we have to 
either find a new spot for a sewer or 
connect it to the hospital and work 
with them as a partner. Ultimately, the 
sewer is a top priority, because once 
you have a sewer district and better 
water treatment, you can do things like 
more restaurants, more theaters, more 
housing options in our downtown, so 
the re-thinking of the downtown also 
goes hand-in-hand with a sewer dis- 
trict, but we're hoping to move that 
along and have a plan so we can start 
getting to work and getting funding. 


HOW GO THE EFFORTS TO CLEAN 
UP LAKE AGAWAM? 

We want to continue to push the 
clean water agenda, working both on 
Lake Agawam as well as some of the 
other polluted water bodies in the 
village, such as Old Town pond, and 
we're continuing to work with the 
Lake Agawam Conservancy, which is 


an organization that I helped start. 
We've raised a lot of money there, and 
we've done some projects like the bio- 
swale on the south side of the lake and 
installing a telemetric buoy. We were 
recently awarded a Community Pres- 
ervation Fund grant to do a study for 
a permeable reactive barrier, which is 
basically a fancy way to describe wood 
chips that are embedded into the 
ground to basically stop the flow 
of a nutrient-rich aquifer into 
the lake. We’ve also harvested 
lily pads, which break down into 
additional nutrients for harmful 
algae blooms. We actually saw a 
slight decrease in the density of 
the algae blooms this year, but 
there’s still a tremendous amount 
of work to be done. And then we 
were also awarded a CPF grant 
from the Town to do a bioswale at 
Old Town Pond. 

Now, the dredging is a mas- 
sive undertaking—it’s expensive, it 
requires a lot of space and it has been 
talked about for decades now in the vil- 
lage, but it is time to actually do that. 
But the big project we have planned 
is in collaboration with the DEC, and 
this April, approximately, we're going 
to be doing a pilot program where we'll 


be applying two coats of hydrogen per- 
oxide, which breaks down into water, 
coupled with a micro-sonic technol- 
ogy device that shoots micro-sonic 
waves into the lake. So the goal with 
this project is simply just to disrupt 
the harmful algae blooms.... Thanks to 
our new board, we also funded phase 
one of a plan to install what’s called a

constructed wetland system, and what 
that does is treat the surface water and 
the groundwater so that it removes 
some of those nutrients. We’re not ad- 
dressing the source—which it comes 
from the septic systems, pesticides, 
fertilizers and runoff—but this, at 
least, treats the problem at the source.

WHAT’S ONE PROPOSED 
LEGISLATION THAT YOU'RE 


EXCITED ABOUT? 

We had a public hearing for a leg- 
islation that hopefully will allow for 
more workforce housing or housing 
options for year-round residents who 
live in the village. What the proposed 
legislation does is allow anyone who 

has an accessory apartment or ac- 
cessory structure in that unit—so 
that could be a side portion of a 
house, but it has to look and feel 
like a multi-family house and have 
off-street parking—but if you have 
a finished legal basement or if you 
have a separate entrance with a 
separate bedroom or separate 
living area, you can now legally 
turn that, by applying to the 
ZBA, into a_ legal  acces- 
sory structure that you can 
rent. So the purpose of that 
is to increase the inventory 
and supply of smaller apartment 
units, so that if youre looking 
for. somewhere that’s more _af- 
fordable to live, maybe that’s an 
option, or if you're a senior who wants 
the age in place, you could rent a por- 
tion of your home legally, so that you 
can pay some of your bills.

ames D. Forbes is a Board Mem- 

ber of the Southampton Hos- 
pital Association and a part-time 
resident of East Hampton. Mr. 
Forbes also serves as Chair of 
the East Hampton Emergency 
Department Campaign Commit- 
tee that has raised $20 million in 
2020 to build the new East Hamp- 
ton Emergency Department. Mon- 
ies raised to date include a significant 
personal gift from Forbes and his 
wife, Hollis Forbes. Forbes also cur- 
rently serves as the Chairman of the 
Loyola University of Maryland Board 
of Trustees and is a member of Duke 
University School of Medicine of Visitors. In addi- 
tion, Forbes is a member of the Board of Orbis, the 
international nonprofit that fights avoidable blind- 
ness. Forbes is Vice Chairman of Investment Bank- 
ing at Morgan Stanley and here discusses his in- 
volvement with Stony Brook Southampton Hospital 


and the creation of the new Emergency Department. 
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Jean Shafiroff: Why do you 
spend so much of your time on 
philanthropic efforts? 
James D. Forbes: I was 
raised in a small town in North 
Carolina and _ I feel very for- 
tunate to have had the career 
path that I have had. Not being 
born into wealth, I understand 
how lucky we are. My wife and I 
believe we have the responsibil- 
ity to give back and be involved in 
philanthropy in our communities. 
‘If youre in the luckiest 
1% of humanity, you owe it 
to the rest of humanity to think about 
the other 99%.” I fully believe in this 
quote from Warren Buffett. It is not 
just an expression but also something my wife, Hol- 
lis, and I try to incorporate into our daily lives. We 
have decided to focus on healthcare and education, 
two areas that make an essential difference to peo- 
ple’s lives. 


Jean Shafiroff: How did you get involved in 
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Stony Brook Southampton Hospital? 

James D. Forbes: About eight years ago, the 
opportunity to be involved with Stony Brook South- 
ampton Hospital came up when a Hospital Board 
member approached me with the suggestion. I 
thought my background working with healthcare 
companies as an investment banker would fit with 
the Hospital’s needs. Then I met Bob Chaloner 
[Stony Brook Southampton Hospital’s Chief Admin- 
istrative Officer] and Steven Bernstein [President of 
the Southampton Hospital Foundation] and I was 
fortunate enough to be asked formally to join the 
board. 

It was a great decision and one which led me to 
recently becoming the Chair of the East Hampton 
Emergency Department Campaign Committee. 


Jean Shafiroff: Can you tell us more about 
the East Hampton project? 

James D. Forbes: My wife and I are part-time 
residents of East Hampton. We are locals here and 
we are acutely aware that the community needs 
greater access to first class medical care. We have 
also supported the East Hampton Healthcare Foun- 
dation for years and we have seen it grow from a few 
thousand visits a year to three times that number. 
When the Southampton Hospital Foundation joined 
forces with the East Hampton Healthcare Founda- 
tion to build a new Emergency Department in East 
Hampton, my wife and I did not hesitate to take a 
leading role in raising the funds. 
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Jean Shafiroff: I believe you’ve made a 
substantial contribution to the $35 million 
fundraising goal for the new East Hampton 
Emergency Department, how much more do 
you need to raise? 

James D. Forbes: Hollis and I were very glad to 
be able to make a significant gift and we are deeply 
appreciative of all the people we know in the com- 
munity who have also stepped forward with very 
generous donations. Thanks to them, we have raised 
over $20 million, which has also triggered another 
$10 million New York State grant. That takes us to 
around $30 million so we have another $6 million 
to raise to reach the construction goal and then we 
will need to establish an on-going fund to support 
the facility going forward. 


Jean Shafiroff: What are your plans to 
raise the last $6 million? 

James D. Forbes: Andrew Davis, who has made 
a very substantial personal gift, as Trustee for the 
Shelby Cullom Davis Foundation, offered a $6 mil- 
lion matching grant. This act of extraordinary gen- 
erosity encourages us to believe our final fundrais- 
ing goal is well within reach. 


Jean Shafiroff: What difference do you 
think having an Emergency Department in 
East Hampton can make in the community? 

James D. Forbes: In an emergency, like a heart 
attack, seconds truly count and can make the differ- 
ence between life and death. Getting to Stonybrook

need this Emergency Department. 

They also need outpatient services close to home, 
so we are delighted that this facility will also offer a 
lab for testing, imaging equipment for faster diag- 
nosis as well as ambulance and helicopter transport 
for acute and complex situations. This center will di- 
rectly improve people's lives and this is a wonderful 
thing to be involved in. 


Jean Shafiroff: What would your advice be 
to someone reading this? 

James D. Forbes: It’s simple: Get involved in 
your community.
